Computer system viable 
but problems still remain 


The recently instituted computerized 
registration system has the potential of 
becoming a much more efficient method of 
registration once the initial problems have 
been solved. 

Although computer registration does have its 
advantages in that it relieves the student from 
having to encounter the hassle of mass 
lustration at the beginning of each quarter, it 
4£> has its apparent disadvantages For 
students to be forced into registering prior to 
tffbing received their previous quarter grades 
<« often be a decided disadvantage Many 
qgjirses are designed so that they must be taken 
sequence This could definitely cause 
pnblems for a student who registers for the 
lint course in a sequence only to find out later 
t£St he has failed the proceeding course 
Albther disadvantage of the computerized 
BKistration system is that students planning to 
attend summer classes must register for the 
rfdlquarter prior to registering for the Summer 
Quarter Since estimation of anticipated ac- 
cwnplishments is often inaccurate, advanced 
fjjistration of this type can often be very 
BSyardous, scholastically speaking It would be 
{jlich better for all involved if students plan- 
WiH to attend summer quarter were allowed to 
(tjpster forFall Quarter immediately prior to 
top end of Summer Quarter.Those not planning 
(K attend summer classes could continue to 
egjister at the end of Spring Quarter 

=The question of how student fees are to be 
paid is another issue that the computer 
registration system has yet to make absolutely 
<<War. The many students who receive financial 
zm each year are at a special disadvantage 
they are required to pay their fees before 
osiny of them ever receive their aid money 


thus causing an unnecessary strain on their 
personal finances Those who will have access 
to their aid money prior to the first day of 
classes may find that acquiring those funds can 
be extremely difficult and time consuming 
Everyone eligible for grants, scholarships, and 
loans will have only two days to secure these 
funds from the university And those who 
remember the long lines which formed while 
waiting to receive BEOG grants during the past 
year can well imagine what a complicated 
procedure the whole process can be 
A similar difficulty which involves the 
financial aspect of computerized registration 
is the payment of debts owed to the university 
from previous quarters. In the past, the 
registration packets of those owing the 
university were withheld until the debts were 
paid With computer registration, there are no 
packets to withhold-nothing to prevent the 
student from going ahead and registering 
initially Some type of safeguard should be 
installed within the computer itself to prevent 
such debts from going unpaid past a reasonable 
deadline While the students ought to be given 
ample opportunity to pay their debts within a 
specified period, the University should not be 
hindered from collecting finances which are 
needed as a source of revenue 
The computerized registration process has 
definite promise once the initial problems are 
overcome and the system is tested by actual 
practice. The flaws which now exist will 
gradually be expelled from the system 
altogether, or at least minimized to a 
significant degree All aspects considered, the 
computer registration process is a definite 
improvement over the old system Almost 
anything would be an improvement over the old 
system

"Another thing people think 
is that people who are hyp¬ 
notized are gullible," doctor 
X said "I think hypnotism is 
based on suggestibility, and 
there is a definite difference 
between gullibility and 
suggestibility. Hypnotism 
uses the person’s ability to 
think as well as their ability 
to discipline their mind 
Usually the more intelligent 
person is able to think more 
clearly and discipline their 
mind more forcefully." 

Before beginning the ex¬ 
periment the hypnotist 
predicted that because of the 
subject's inexperience the 
trance would not be deep and 
could be clearly recollected. 
He outlined the procedure 
which would include an 
anesthesia test for sensitivity, 
the reaction to a post-hypnotic 
suggestion and the response to 
a pleasant image experience.

"Some people look at 
hypnosis as going to sleep, but 
you don't go to sleep." doctor 
X explained. 

In order to relax and 
reassure the subject the 
doctor reviewed any doubts or 
common misconceptions the 
subject may have had 

"If you go to sleep you go out 
of the nice pleasant state of 
hypnosis," doctor X said 

“Some people worry if you, 
go into a hypnotic state you 
might never come out of it,” 
he continued "It is a very 
pleasant state and since you 
really have control of the 
whole situation and I have 
very little control of the 
situation, if you decide you 
want to stay in that state 
because it is so pleasant then 
you'll probably stay in it. But 
like other things you do either 
one of two things is going to 
happen: ooe, you get bored 
with it just like anything else 
you have too much of Another 
thing that happens is that even 
though you like it, you get 
tired and go to sleep. Either of 
those is a natural built-in way 
to get out of the hypnotic 
state." 

"I’ve never had anyone who 
wants to stay in it, but it 14 a 
remote possibility," doctor X 
said. “Soonor or later though 
they’ll get out of it.” 

Another point emphasized 
was that hypnosis is not a loss 
of consciousness: it is a 
heightened state of con¬ 
sciousness. 

"Some people look at 
hypnosis as a weakening of the 
will," doctor X noted. “On the 
contrary, hypnosis is 
something that you will to do.I 
can guide you into it, but I 
won’t hypnotize you against 
your will. If you don't want to 
be hypnotized you won’t be." 

"1 want to be hypnotized and 
yet at the same time don’t," 
Roedel stated 

“It’s up to you," doctor X 
stated. "Somebody with a 
very weak will will be difficult 
to hypnotize because they’ll 
be so much on the fence. 
Hypnosis is something that 
requires concentration. You 
must couple strength with 
will.” 

Another misconception 
about hypnosis is that un¬ 
willingness exposes the inner 
self 

“Some people look at 
hypnosis as giving away 
secrets but hypnosis is no 
more than psychotherapy or 
anything else, doctor X 
disproved. 

"If you really want to tell 
mesomething.you tell me and 
if you really don’t want to do 
something, you won’t do it. 

Doctor X explained why 
entertaining hypnotists could 
control their subjects 

“The thing about people on 
stage who act like chickens or 
do something stupid Is that 
though they may not want to 
act like a chicken, they want 
to have the experience of 
hypnosis or they wouldn’t 
have volunteered in the first 
place," doctor X commented 
"Thev want people to think

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The doctor then gave me 
another command As to 
prove my independence, I 
refused to do the act he 
suggested I felt that it was 
silly and I didn't want to do it. 

The most realistic proof I 
encountered which made me 
believe I was hypnotized was 
when the doctor told me to go 
back in time and re¬ 
experience an incident. We 
had discussed this incident 
earlier and I could only hazily 
remember it. 

For twenty minutes the 
doctor had me reliving this 
experience I felt I was truly 
reliving it. I again felt the 
excitement, cold, and fatigue I 
experienced the first time. I 
saw everything in much detail 
and could answer in detail 
what I saw. I was somewhat 
saddened when I was 
requested to return to the 
present 

If someone now asked if I 
was hypnotized during the 
procedure, I would be hesitant" 
to answer ..... 

1 did not feel hypnotized in 
the stereotyped sense of the 
word but felt a desire to do as 
the doctor requested. It was 
more of a concentration to 
make myself believe in 
everything the doctor told me 
I could do. I knew if I relaxed 
my concentration, I would not 
be in a hypnotic state. 
Basically I knew that I was in 
complete control.

As a prerequisite for the 
pleasant-image response the 
hypnotist asked the subject to 
remember a recent 
memorable occasion or place 
“I was riding trails on a 
motorcycle in Memphis the 
Saturday of spring break," 
Roedel recalled. 

"What kind of bike was it?" 
doctor X asked 
"A Kawasaki, I guess. It 
was my uncle's and I didn't 
really pay that much at¬ 
tention,’’ Roedel answered 
hesitantly. 

"What color was it?” 

"Red and white, I think,” 
“What size of bike?" 

”250- I’m not sure.” 

"What time of day was it, 
and what kind of day was it?” 
Doctor X asked. 

“It was late afternoon," 
Roedel said "It was a fairly 
nice day but muddy and 
starting to get cool.” 

After the hypnotic ex¬ 
periment and pleasant-image 
stimulation the subject 
remembered the exact model, 
size and color of the motor¬ 
cycle. He also explicitly 
recalled the time and setting 
of his experience 

“I was riding a 350 Yamaha 
motorcycle that was red and 
yellow, and when I did dump it 
and got hurt I got myself up to 
try it again without dumping 
it,” Roedel recalled. “It was 
very late in the afternoon. It 
was getting dusk, and I was 
cold mainly because I was 
wet. The motorcycle wasn’t 
really acting right. It was 
bogging down at times, but 1 
was really getting into riding 


doctor X stated. “If they want 
to overcome the block and 
obstacles to be hypnotized I'll 
help them, but if they don’t I 
can’t help them.” 

“So concentration is the key 
to the whole thing - it’s within 
a person," Roedel remarked. 

“All I do is try to provide the 
stimulus and circumstances 
to have a person concentrate 
and do some internal decision 
making," the hypnotist 
agreed. He cautioned and 
recommended a thorough 
knowledge of the area and 
ability to cope with the con¬ 
sequences before attempting 
hypnotism 

Personal 
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experience 

The main feeling of one 
trying to become hypnotized is 
apprehension. Although the 
doctor explained that the 
depth of hypnosis, if any at all, 
depended upon myself, I had 
doubts about wanting to 
submit myself. 

As the doctor continued in 
his monotonic, hypnotic 
procedure, I began to realize 
that I did have full control of 


Physiologically, hypnosis in 
itself does not alter the sub¬ 
ject, according to The 
Scientific American article 
"The Physiology of 
Meditation" by Robert Keith 
Wallace and Herbert Benson 


Another part of the hyp¬ 
notism concentrated on an 
anesthesia test to gain com¬ 
plete body control and block 
pain by using the Alpha Beta 
Gamma formula. 

The subject was then given

The modified advance 
payment procedure permits 
advance payment at the 
beginning of a school term for 
the first month or partial 
month, plus the following 
month only if the student 
makes a written request and 
the school agrees to process 
the advance payment Prior to 
this new legislation, all 
students got advance 
payments automatically, it 
was noted 

Students under the GI Bill or 
the dependents educational 
assistance program who wish 
an advance payment should 
contact their school, because 
the student's written request 
for advancement must be 
included on the school 
enrollment certification 
submitted to VA. 

VA emphasized the 
enrollment certification 
containing the advance 

payment request must be 
received at least 30 days 

before the start of regular 
registration.
